Reichle on 
March Mth marked the passing of 
another prominent deaf northwester- 
ner through the Gate to join the 
several who have left us in the last 
few years. Noted for his dear-think-

headed many local activities during 
his forty-nine years in Portland. 

Mr. Reichle was born in Switzer- 
land in 1879. When a child his 
parents came to the United Stairs 
With their children, settling in Port- 
land in 1889. Mr. Riechle attended 

I be Oregon State School for Ihe Deaf 

I'm a number of years, \fter leaving 
school he obtained a good position 

in Portland and married Mina Murlon 

in 190.V Three children were bom to 

them, Ihe eldest, daughter, was accl 
clently killed by a motorcycle in 1913. 

Mr. Reichle was employed BS a 

cabinet maker with the I locrnbcclvT 

Manufacturing Company foi 

years. For 35 years he was a mem 
ber of I.aurelhurst United Presby- 
terian Church and an elder for a 
number of years. 

V, a member of several Portland 
organizatons for deaf, Mr. Reichle 
took upon his shoulders the burden 
of man} offices in these organizations. 
He was President for six years of the 
Oregon Association of the Deaf, and 
has held the offices of Tieasurcr and 
Unci lor of Division No. 41 of the 

National Fraternal Society of the 

Deaf and was a delegate to the na 

tional convention of this society in 
1921. During his lifetime Mr. Reichle 
was also frequently chairman of many 
activities. 

A few \, Mi Reichle under- 

went an operation which appeared 
fill. Since the fust of this year 
his health was only fair. His last 
attendance at a gathering was at the 
monthly meeting of the FratS in 

February; Although knowing he was

deaf the name of Charles Michael De 
L'Epee stands oul most prominently 
in the pages of history dealing with 
their Instruction and provision for 
their spiritual and temporal welfare. 
He was born at Versailles, November 
25, 1712, the son of an architect in the 
service of Louis XIV. Reaching the 
for Choosing 8 profession, lie selec- 
ted the serviic of the church, and he 
entered upon the course of studies tO 
fit himself for his duties. I low* 
he could not accept a formula of doc- 
trine required for ordination, and re- 
luctantly turned to the law; he was 

admitted to the bar and entered upon 

his profession. Hnl his previous in- 
clination still held him, and he had 00 

pleasure in the mw atmosphere of 

Chicanery and duplicity which sur- 
rounded law courts and criminal 

On one oi casion lie happened lo be 
visiting 8 friend's home and noticed 
two young women whom he learned 

were deaf-mutes whose teachei bad re 

Cently died. He became warmly in- 
terested in their condition, and in his 

efforts to Instruct them entered upon 
what became his life-work. At his 

own e he opened a school for 

needy deaf mutes, refusing at tirsl tO 

receive ( hildren of the rich, but later 

pled them, saying that but for the 

sake of the poor lie would never have 

entered upon the work. I [e w -

The associate and successor of I>e 
1'Epee at the head of the Paris insti- 
tution was Roch-Ambroisc Cucurron 



Sicard who inherited Epee's talents 
and virtue and completed the work 
began by his predecessor. He was 
born at his I,e FoUSSeret, Haul 
Garonne, on September 20, 1742. Ed- 
ui. iied for the priesthood in 178(> he 
became Principal of s school for deaf- 
mutes at Bordeaux and subsequently, 

In 1789, upon the death <>f He I'Epee, 

succeeded him in a similar position bl 

Paris. He continued Epee's methods 

following the principles upon which 
his predecessor had founded his sys- ' 
tem. Sicard's mode of instruction was 
so perfected that "he applied himself 
to develop in them (his pupils) an 
intellectual sense which is not granted 
to others." 

According to M. de Joucy. in his 
ies of rilermiele de la Chan 
d'Antin,' published in Paris in 1813, 

the prestige of Epee's successes some- 
what overshadowed the value of Sit 
aid's devoted services lo the deaf, but 

they were fully recognized before his 
death at Paris, on the i oth of May, 
1822. His ' iiief contribution to the 
profession of Instructing the deaf was 
his Cours d' instruction il'iin SOUrd- 
nittit de naissance, (1800). 
There is related a touching and 

rather thrilling incident of the narrow 
est ape Sicard had during the days of 

of the French Revolution, and of the 
affectionate devotion shown by his 
pupils, which eventually rescued 
him from death from the mob. 
In the September Massacre which 
attended the Revolutionary exo 

(here were witnessed the most terrible 

lies Of anan li\ and dealh. As l 

priest Sicard. with many others, was 

imprisoned for refusing to take one 0! 

the oaths required of the priesthood by 
the National Assembly.
